There are 
about 10 million persons in the 
three cities. 
Nehru sounded his warning at 
a public rally at which he also 
said Ru.ssia has promised to live 
up to agreements to supply So­ 
viet-made Mig-jet fighters for the 
Indian Air Force by next month 
as scheduled. 
Speaking at his second mass 
rally in three days. Nehru warned 
that the undeclared border war 
with R ed China “ may spread, 
and let us not be complacent 
about it,” 
He said “ W’e should be pre­ 
pared that big cities like Delhi 
might be bombed by the Chi­ 
nese.” There are about 2 million 
people living in New Delhi, nearly 
3 million in Calcutta and more 
than 4 million in Bombay. 
Nehru told his audience that the 
•‘Soviet Union has told us it will 
stand by its commitments to sup­ 
ply planes on schedule, that is by 
December.” 
Nehru did not identify the num­ 
ber or exact type of Mig’s in­ 
volved. However, all indications 
were that he was referring to the 
iupersonic Mig-21s.

Moscow, in its fashion, is celebrating the 
45th anniversary of the Bolshevik revolution 
This was the movement to unite workers of the 
world in brotherly achievement of peace, prog­ 
ress and plenty.

lusioned. that is understandable. 
Communist

is 
undergoing 
severe trial in many areas. Red China resorts to 
“Munich,” basest epithet of appeasement, to

from the 
brink of nuclear war xvhere he ventured in 
arming Cuba with m issiles. The conclusion can 
only be that those who rule Red China consider 
devastation to their advantage. 
Conversely, Red China's military adventures 
along India’s border incense Moscow, which finds 
the loss of India’s “neutralism ” a stiff price to 
pay for its commitments to Red China. 
The fissures of divided loyalty are evident

Bulgarians loyal to Khrushchev purge a premier 
who sides with Peiping. 
Poland’s Communist

The as­ 
sumption that because 1962 w as an off year, the party 
in power m ust lose seats in the House, turned out to 
be wrong. The jokes about the Kenneays did not 
m atter at all.

The enorm ous vote in the prim aries and the elec­ 
tion of Ted Kennedy in M assachusetts xx as not a hap­ 
penstance. Kennedys have an appeal to plain, ordinary 
folk. 
In New’ York, Governor Rockefeller ran near'y 
500.000 votes behind Senator Javits who w as the bell­ 
wether of the Republican ticket: A rthur Levitt, only 
Dem ocrat elected on the state ticket, running for 
Comptroller, got a larger vote than G overnor Rocke­ 
feller. Many of those who voted for Levitt had to split 
their ticket. It had tr be a prem editated act. 
This proved that had the Democrats nominated 
a more popular person than Robert Morgenthau. 
who was unknown to most voters, he could have 
been elected. He was selected on the basis of a poll 
arranged by Lou Harris, with whom Morgenthau 
had been associated in the poll business. In one 
poll, which is in my possession but which was 
addressed to Mayor Wagner. Harris used a sample 
of 802 persons out of a voting population of $.712,482 
to prove that James Farley could not be elected. 
He declared the unknown and unsung Morgenthau 
as the strongest vote-getter. 
This w as based on the idiotic theory that Jews 
vote for Jew s, Italians vote for Italians, Negroes vo*e 
for Negroes, etc. This theory has been disproved in 
election after election.

Republicans Made Some Gains In Elections 


WASHINGTON — More Republi­ 
can than D em ocratic votes w ere 
cast last Tuesday throughout the 
nation for Senators and for gov­ 
ernors, respectively, in the state­ 
wide races outside the ll states of 


the “ Solid South.” 
Thus, in the two-party areas of 
the North—from east to w est— 
the latest available figures show 
th at the vote for Republican can ­ 
didates in the Senatorial contests 
totalled 18,551.149 as against 18.- 
074.307 for the Democratic candi­ 
dates. The percentage w as SO S 
R epublican and 49.4 D em ocratic. 
The sam e trend appeared in the 
vote for governors outside the ll 
Southern states. The Republicans 
polled 17.256,261, or 51.9 per cent 
of the total, while the D em ocrats 
polled 15.990.095. or 48.1 per cent 
When the Senatorial totals this 
y ea r are com pared with results 
in all states in the Presidential 
voting 
in 
1960—outside 
the 
ll 
Southern states—a slight R epub­ 
lican gain appears. Two years ago 
the Nixon percentage outside the 
South was 50.3 and the Kennedy 
percentage was 49.7. 
As for the governorship totals 
outside the South, the Republi­ 
can s’ 51.9 per cent this year is 1.6 
percentage points above what it 
w as in the Presidential voting in 
the nation in 1960 apart from the 
Southern states. 
These 
are 
Republican 
gains 
which do not show up in the 
num ber of Senators elected. F or 
the 
D em ocrats 
actually 
gained 
three and possibly four seats in 
the Senate due to factional fights 
in the Republican P arty or local 
conditions. 
But 
the 
m ajorities 
w ere narrow in several instances 
w here Democratic Senators won 
re-election. 


The figures are significant, how­ 
ever. because they show that the 
relative position of the two parties 
on a numerical basis in the North 
is about the sam e as it w as in 
I960. As for the South, there w ere 
som e close races last Tuesday in 
which Republicans polled an un­ 
usually high vote.

Many elderly 
persons are better off without a 
physician's care, if it implies they 
are sick or older than they really 
are. It m akes them more feeble, 
pessim istic, and ill. 
We w ant to avoid m isunder­ 
standing by saying that the eld­ 
erly should be under the care of 
a physician for bona fide illnes­ 
ses such as h eart disease, high 
blood 
pressure, 
cataracts, 
or 
other diseases. But the physician 
will have just as much trouble 
as the fam ily trying to convince 
the old-tim er that he needs non- 


m edical help, that he should try 
to rem em ber, and that he ought 
to eat. The main thing is to stop 
worrying about getting old and 
helpless.
